Russians Slaughter Many,
According to Report, and
Vast Numbers Desert,
Fearing Muscovite Domi-
nation.

NEW YORK, Sept. 24—Reports re-

colved at the Auvatro-Hanghrian Con-
mulate indleata that the Russiana in
Austrian Galleln are turning on  the

Tews, and many, according to the dla-
patehes, have haen slaughtered,

The dispatehes which, are sald to
come from officinl  Aunatrian  socurces,
gave very few detalls, but eald that the
Jows wern smuffering heavily at the
hands of the Infurlated Russinn troops,
whose ofMicera could hardly control thelr
actlonn, Large numbers of Jowna In Rus=
glan Poland, according (o the reports,
are deserting the Russian cause, fonring
the inereased domination of the Russinn
Govarnment In the event of a sweeping
vietory over tha Austrians and Germana.

Slnce the Crar's promlises of freedom to
the Jews at the beglnning of the war, the
stiitun of the Jews and thelr probable ac-
tlon lLiave been a subjfect of much In-
terest,

A resime of the operations of the Aus-
tro-Hungarian army lssued by the For-
elgn OMee In Vienna was made public
at the Consulate, It says that the battle
near Przemyul will engage practically ail
the Ausirlan forces against a large Rua-
elan army.
